Otto Ringling Dead 


It is with extreme regret that we have to announce the sudden 
and unexpected death of Mr. Otto Ringling, the second in age of the five 


well known Ringling Brothers, the circus impresarios. 


The deceased 


passed away at four o'clock on the afternoon of Friday, March 31, at the 
home of John Ringling, Fiftieth street and Fifth avenue, New York City. 
Uraemic poisoning from Bright's disease was the cause of the death, the 
disease having manifested itself about a year ago, however, not of a 
serious aspect until about two weeks ago, at which time the showman 
was compelled to take to his bed. Otto Ringling was fifty-two years of 
age, the third of seven brothers, the eldest, Albert; the second, Augustus, 
who died in New Orleans about three years ago; the fourth, Charles; the 
fifth Alfred T.; the sixth, John, and the seventh, Henry, the last men- 
tioned and Augustus not being members of the firm of Ringling Brothers. 


In 1884, the five brothers who comprised the firm, were engaged in 
harness making in McGregor, Iowa, beginning their career as showmen 
a few years later by giving first concert tours throughout the towns of 
Iowa and Wisconsin.. Their strides in the circus business were extremely 
rapid, reaching the zenith in the brief space of seventeen years. Otto 
was acknowledged to be the financial head of the firm. His passing away 
shortly after the opening of the Barnum and Bailey Show at Madison 
Square Garden recalls a similarity of the death of James Bailey, after 
It will be recalled that he too died

whom the show has been named. 


Square Garden on April 11, 1906. 


The funeral took place from the late home of the deceased, at 
Baraboo, Wis., Sunday afternoon, April 2. 


The two performances of the Barnum and Bailey Show, at Madison 
Square Garden, New York, April 3, were cancelled out of respect to the 
memory of Mr. Ringling, who had given practically his entire time and 
effort to this show since the Ringling Brothers purchased it.

Two minutes 
after they were yll arked, Noah hopped out 
with the announcement that forty days hed 
passed and he was now going to send forth a 
dove. The dove was dropped from a string by 
the Deity, right into Noah's hand and the flood 
was certainly over. Then Noah let down a 
few steps from the Ark, and out they all 
eeme to make sacrifices. 

Noah's Flood was followed by the Morality, 
A Nice Wanton, composed before 1553, and un- 
acted for three centuries later. Brander Mat- 
thews regretted the fact that this curio would 
only have on consecutive matinee performances. 
The piece was shown as it might have been 
given by a sixteenth century band of strolling 
players, who set up their own stage on some 
town street, and took a collection at the close 
of the performance. 

It was an exceedingly entertaining afternoon,

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‘THE STORY OF THE RINGLING BROTHERS 


Brief Account of the Beginnings, Rise and Progress of the Five Famous Brothers 


Whose Energy Has Ha 
tution---Otto Ringling’s Death 


The death of Otto Ringling, second In point 
of age of the five Ringling Brothers, owners of 
the Barnum and Bailey, Ringling Brothers and 
Forepaugh-Sells Shows, in New York, March 31, 
of uraemic poisoning, has awakened cur.osity 
as to the history of this famous family, and The 
Billboard has determined to reprint it, noth- 
withstanding it has previously appeared in these 
columns. 

Perhaps no better illustration of what can be 
accomplished by honest, earnest, steady effort 
can be brought forward than the brilliant suc- 
cess of the five famous Ringling Brothers, who, 
starting as poor boys without a dollar, bave 
by united effort, indefatigable application and 
constant and careful adherence to the must scru- 
pulously honorable business methods, risen to the 
first place in their chosen calling. 


Even in their earliest childhood their play took 
the form of circus parades, juvenile perform. 
ances, ete., and, in fact, the very beginning of 
their career may be said to have been, @ little 
boys, with a “‘pin show,"’ when the five lads, 
ranging in age from four to fourteen years, 
erected thelr first “‘mammoth pavilion,’’ con- 
sisting of an old rag carpet borrowed from the 
maternal kitchen, in the back yard of the pater- 
nal abode. The parade consisted of one little 
boy’s express wagon, which did duty as a band 
chariot. On this were seated one of the boys 
as a driver, and two with fife and drum a» 
the band, while the elder brothers hitched them- 
selves in front and constituted the team, The 
admission was ten pins. 

Tbe brothers soon found that they could 
charge as much as a penny admission. and in 
a short time had accumulated eight doliars end 
thirty-seven cents, with which they bought 
sheeting and made a tent—their first real tent. 
Their next venture was a panorama, painted 
by an artistic neighbor boy on the back of 
brown wall paper, and mounted on wooden roll 
ers. 

This venture of the ambitious boys went the 
way of all things mortal, for they had hardly 
given one performance with their panorama, 
when some larger boys, in a spirit of envy, 
tore it to pieces. The next effort. however, was 


not weak: ned by their first misfortune. and In 
a few weeks they had organized a circus, to 
which an admission of five cents was charged. 
For boys it was really a good show. An old 
silver watch, al] the iackknives possessed by 
the five hove, a skiff (for a river ran by their 
native village), and a number of other things 
that constitute a boy's stock In trade. were ex- 
changed for an old, Diack Mexican pony. This 
wes the Ringling Rrothers’ first horse. To des- 
ignate {t as a horse would be a misnomer, how- 
ever, for it hardly bore anv resemblance to 
anything in the equine family The scraggy 
old pony was hitched to an olf democrat wagon 
which the boys had painted red, with an ac- 
cordion, a Jew’s-harp. a mouth organ. an old 
army trumpet and a drum, the ‘‘glorions pro- 
cessions! amazement’ triumphantiy wended its 
wav along the principal streets of the boys’ na- 
tive village. Plumes made of sheep's wool. 
dyed blue and red, gaily nodded over the sol- 
itary head of the band ‘‘team,’’ and on the hats 
of the hors. 


The performance commenced with the grand 
entry. This was an imposing sight. It was led 
by one of the bovs mounted on the same Mex- 
jean peny that ald duty as the hand charlot 
“team.” On it the boy was seated. arrayed in 
all the colors that conld he fotten ont of « 
Mecerded crazy anilt pinned to an old army 
ecoet, and representing the King of the Sandwich 
Tales. The other hove, about «even .in number 
Including the Ringling honefris and the hired 
actors of the tronne, followed the king.

Hall,’ I tell you our hearts beat a little faste 
at the thoughts of the bold intention, and I was 
aware of a kind of lump constantly coming into 
my throat, that, somehow or other, I could not 
successfully swallow. This was about ten 
o’clock in the morning, and after dinner we re- 
paired to the hali and once more rehearsed our 
entire program. It consisted of juggling. sing- 
ing, dancing, supposedly funny sayings, and a 
concluding sketch. We did very well at the 


rent of a hall or schoolhouse, as the case might 

would not exceed three or four dollars, 
and where they were sure of at least a mod- 
erate business. In this manner the brothers, 
after a few years, found themselves in posses- 
sion of some ten or twelve hundred dollars, and 
as they again grew ambitious to embark in a 
cireus venture, they began studying the subject 
in real earnest. 

The decision was reached, and they thought 
they could see their way clear to establish 
themselves in a circus undertaking. Like every 
one else unfamiliar with a business, they made 
many mistakes. The principal one was that of 
spending all their money in_ equipping their 
show, for after a smal] tent had been bought, 
and the necessary seats, lights, poles, etc..

dollars. With this amount paper to advertise 


the show had to be bought, and money for the 
advance agent and billposters and divers other 
| things necesSary to even the smallest show had 
to be supplied. The boys had purchased, dur- 
| ing the winter, two old horses in a country 
town about two hundred miles distant from 
their opening point. One of the brothers took 
the train for the place where they were being 
| wintered, taking with him a saddle and bridle. 
intending to ride them over the 200-mile route. 

When he arrived at his destination, he foun! 
the borses almost starved to death on their 
diet of straw, and a sorry spectacle indeed. 
The trip home was a long one. for one of the 
| horses was “blind’’ and the-other ‘“‘halt,’’ but 
it was accomplished in about ten days. The 
opening day was approaching. and all that 
could be done to furnish the show with horses 
enough to transpert it from place to place was 
to hire teams from farmers’ sons, who were 
ambitious to ‘‘see the country.’’ In the mean- 
time they had made arrangement with Yankee 
Robinson, famous as a circus man in ante 
bellum days. The Ringling Brothers combined 
their capital—consisting of their little outfit 
and millions in expectations—with Old Yankee’s 
reputation. 


So they started with a handful of actors, 
three horses—for they bought an extra horse 
with their first day’s receipts—a tent, that 
| would not seat more than 600 people, and a 
half score of farmer wagons, to which the hired 
teams were hitched. They knew not the mean- 
| ing of the word fall, and by ignoring the power 
| of all difficulties, and by seeking to overcome

them, they vanquished every vestige of hard 
luck and made disadvantages turn into the'r 
favor. 

Their first serious blow was the death of 
their veteran associate. Old Yankee Robinson 
did not live the first season out. He had not 
taken any active part in the management of 
the show, but stood back of the, boys with 
counsel and advice. His name on the bills 
gave an air of establishment to the little show. 
and his funny speeches in the ring, previous to 
each performance, did much toward mitigating 
the meagerness of the performance. He would 
always wind up his speeches with the following 
words: ‘‘Ladies and gentlemen! I am an old 
man. For forty years I have rested by heat 
upon a stranger’s pillow. I have traveled in 
every state in the Union, and have been asso- 
clated with every showman of prominence in 
America. I will soon pass to the arena of 
life that knows no ending, and when I do I 
want to die in harness and connected with 
these boys, and if I could have my dying wish 
granted, it would be that my name should re- 
main associated with that of Ringling Brothers. 
for I can tell you that’’—and here the old 
man’s voice would drop to a prophetic tone— 
‘‘the Ringling Brothers are the future showmen 
of America. They are the coming men.’’ Al 
though poor old Rob'nson did not live to see 
his prophesy come true, the brothers demon- 
strated vhe veteran’s correctness by constantly 
rising until they became what he had said they 
would. namely, America’s representative show 
managers, and proprietors of the World’s Great- 
est Shows. 

For several years they continued with their 
wagon show, each year adding horses, animals 
and equipments, until in the year 1890, when 
they found that their institution had grown so 
large that it was impossible to longer trans- 
port it overland by wagons, railways cars were 
provided, and their already extensive shows 
auemented by many additions. They had at- 
tained these results by years of patient labor. 
by mary hours of thoughtful counsel, by care- 
ful conservative means, by dint of the greatest 
individual and collective exertion, and by the 
steadfast, unwavering determination to climb to 
the top and to have the greatest tented exposi 
tions in America. 


One of the hardest things the Ringling 
Brothers experienced was their war on the 
fakirs and thugs, who, before their advent 
into the business, could to a greater or less 
extent be found accompanying most all shows. 
The ambitious young showmen saw the m 
essity of adopting stringent measures against 
this evil, for they were opposed to it, both on 
account of their characteristic and rugged 
honesty. as well as from a sensible business 
standpoint. They realized that it would be 
impossible to attain lasting success except 
by the most honorable and truthful means. The 
young men could not then afford, as they do 
now, to employ a corps of efficient detectives 
to do this work for them, but had to keep off 
the hungry hordes of dishonest camp fo:lowers 
that attempted constantly to follow in their 
wake. The public soon realized the reform that 
had been inaugurated by these young show 
men, and their popularity grew greater each 
year on account of this exemplary abolition of 
a long-persisted-in abuse of the public’s rights. 

The Ringling Brothers instituted another 
much needed reform. They banished profanity 
from among the habitual accomplishments to 
the operating of their show. In fact, they in- 
augurated such an entirely new departure in 
the handling of a circus, and particularly 
from a moral standpoint, that among old-time 
showmen they became known as the new school 
of American showmen, and those who still per- 
mitted the dishonest methods of the past re- 
ferred disdainfully to the Ringling Brothers’ 
institution as the ‘‘Sunday-school Show.”’ 

Since then they have grown with giant 
strides. The little boys’ little show has grown 
to number 1,280 people: the little old Mexican 
pony has been supplanted by more than 670 
of the finest horses ever bred, some of them 
priceless. Their little express wagon has 
evolved into hundreds of gorgeous chariots 
dens and tableaux, beside which the tales of 
Aladdin’s lamp are lacking in gorgeousness. 
In place of the Jew’s-harp, drum and old army 
trumpet, a band of fifty solo musicians dis 
coursing the most elegant music, and huge 
toned bells. steam chimes. and an immense 
sixty-eight-stop pine organ proclaim their fame 
in hundreds of cities each year. 

Instead of a few boyish tricks, hundreds of 
the finest artists and performers from every 
quarter of the globe perform beneath thei 
tents. The cloth hand satchel and shawl strap 
which once contained all the bills of the boys. 
has been replaced by four palace advertising 
cars, and the little yellow window hangers by 
tons of the finest lithographic paper: the one 
man who sallied forth. sixteen years ago, to 
put his little handful of bills now sees a hun 
dred busy advertisers announcing the coming of 
the World's Greatest Shows. The little in 
closure beneath the old rag carpet. that one 
time served as a tent, is now represented by 
three large rings and mammoth elevated stages 
and the old rag carpet by a million yards 0° 
canvas that cover many acres.

During his absence of several 
years, Meg keeps vigil, and in several scenes we 
find her sitting on the rocky shore of the ocean, 
a victim of hypochondria and despair. A tableau 
showing the girl standing on the shore watching 
a vessel far out at sea, carrying away her lost 
lover would have been a fitting finis to this 
picture. and would have given the film more 
dramatic importance. It is a mistaken idea 
that pictures must bave a salutary ending, in 
which the lovers become reconciled, live happy 
ever after, etc. But this film goes further and 
shows Alix several years later as a captain of 
his own ship. It is while going through an old 
clothes chest that he finds the ring Meg re- 
turned to him years before. Returning to the 
scenes of his boyhood, he meets old associates, 
and the concluding scene shows him embracing 
Meg, who ‘has ‘never forgot the object of her 
childhood affection. Aside from the points here- 
in criticised, this picture deserves a place among 
the better releases of the past month. he 
locality in which this picture was photographed 
suggests the small towns where fishing is the 
principal industry.

PRISCILLA’S APRIL FOOL JOKE. a a sa 
Comedy. Released March 27. 686 feet. 

If it had not been taken In most delightfully 
picturesque section of the country, this pictare 
would have but little to commend it. Two girls 
in love with two boys, are jealous of each other, 
and after Priscilla has taken a walk with one 
of the young men, the other girl, who admires 
Priscilla’s companion and the young man who 
admires Priscilia, are left in each other’s com- 
pany.

A FATAL RESEMBLANCE. Pathe. Drama. 
Released March 29, Length, 1,000 feet. 

The American Pathe Stock Company have 
done this production so well that nothing but 
the highest praise is due them. The story is 
strictly dramatic, even a bit sordid, but it offers 
exceptional opportunities for strong emotional 
acting, in which this company seem to excel. 
One might question the authority of the police 
in incarcerating an individual suspected of 
forgery without making an investigation, espe- 
cially in America, and if no conclusive proofs 
were In hand. However, upon this thread hangs 
the story. A father, while on his way to buy 
medicine for hig sick child, is accosted by a 
Mr. Wakefield, evidently a detective, and ac- 
cused of being a forger. Without delay he is 
thrown into a prison cell, where he becomes a4 
raving maniac. The man’s wife has received » 
call from her sister, an actress, who is admired by 
Mr. Wakefield, who has accompanied her to the 
home of the sick child. An officer comes into 
the room and announces the arrest of the father, 
whereupon, the wife, heartbroken, dies. Mr. 
Wakefield adopts the boy and marries the ac- 
tress. Years later (fifteen, we believe), the 
maniac is discharged from the asylum, and by 
a coincidence meets his son, who befriends him, 
When the young man gives a card to his fath- 
er, the man becomes enraged at seeing the name 
Wakefield, and, attacking the boy, overpowers 
him, and ties him hand and foot. His lan of 
vengeance is terrible. He ignites charcoal, and 
leaves the boy to by the deadly fumes.

He then goes to Wakefield’s home and tells 
Mr. Waketield what he bas done, Horror-strick 
en, the foster father tells him that he has 
murdered his own son. The emotional acting in 
this scene is particularly commendable. Next 
follows an exciting race for life. In an auto- 
mobile, Mr, Wakefield and the boy's father 
dash to the scene of the crime, and reach there 
in time to save the boy. The father’s remorse, 
mingled with the joy of finding his child, offers 
an excellent opportunity for acting, which has 
been well taken. While the picture has many 


flaws and incongruous situations, it is thrilling 
and interesting. 
HER ADOPTED FATHERS. Silig. Drama. Re 


leased March 27. Length 1,000 feet. 

This is a simple story of the affection of two 
old men for a young gir: they have adopted. 
She has entered into their lives at a time when 
a woman's affections is most needed, and it is 
with bitter regret that they consent to her 
marriage to a young artist who has visited the 
little fisher village. After a short period of 
married life, the artist tires of his youn 
and writes her the following letter: “My ar 
tistic development requires that I be free. You 
will not see me again. 
there is no other way.’’ He must have developed 
to a very high degree of perfidy to thus un- 
naturally and unfatherlike desert his beautiful 
wife and child. The giri returns to her adopted 
fathers, who welcome her with open arma. 

It would be unjust to characterize this film as 
mediocre, but it hardly 
excellent. The same idea has been used on 
other occasions too numerous to mention, and 
what merit the film possesses is in the incidental 
ecenes—plus capable acting. A very pretty 
tableau is shown in which the young artist is 
painting a portrait of the girl. The mountainous 
background contributes an artistic atmosphere 
to the picture. 


JIM, THE MULE BOY. Edison. Drama. Re 
leased March 29. Length 975 feet. 


Originality in the scenario is the conspicuous 
and important point of this film, which is weil 
acted and carefuily staged. The son of a miner, 
a boy of eight or ten years of age, hides in a 
coal car, and is carried back into the innermost 
recesses of a mine. Jim, in charge of this car 
does not notice the child until they have tra- 
versed far into the side of the mountain. He 
remonstrates with the miner's son, but the child 
will not leave the mine. While they are arguing 
the point, a terrific explosion occurs, and all 
intercourse with the outside world is cut off by 
the walls caving in. After three days they are 
rescued, and Jim ,who has starved himself in 
order that the little boy might not go bungry, 
received a call from the miner, and is given a 
deed for the home in which he lives. Pathos is 
added to the picture by a character representing 
Jim’s father, totally blind. Perhaps the child’s 
father did not express as much distress when he 
knew that his child was the victim of the mine 
explosion as it would be natural in real life. 
There may have been other errors in the pro 
duction, which, however, are not of sufficient 
magnitude as to detract from the other good 
qualities of the picture.

With what excessive passion the Spaniards 
love and hate is well described in this story 
of gypsy life in sunny Spain. Jose, a wandering 
minstrel, falls in love with Pepita, but later 
transfers his affections to Mariana. This en- 
rages Pepita, and she attempts to stab Jose, but 
is prevented, however, in carrying out her 
deadly vengeance by passers-by who have 
stopped to hear Mariana and Jose sing. The 
minstrels, with their nomadic disposition, which 
is characteristic of all gypsy tribes. visits an- 
other camp. While handling a revolver which 
has become corroded with rust, the weapon ex- 
ploded and Jose is rendered sightless. This 
part of the story was not well handled, but was 
rather crude.

Still the actors have made 
the best of thelr parts, and photography is 
good, the settings magnificent, and the details 
well worked out. It is a film of extreme con- 
trasts.

The rioting at the Comedie-Francaise has end 
ed. It has ended for one reason only: Aptes 
the new play by Henry Bernstein, the 
presence of which at the Comedie-Francaise was 
so strongly opposed, has been withdrawn by the 
author “in the interest of law and order. 

Nothing has been seen in Paris in twenty years 
to equal the scenes of disorder which prevailed 
nightly in and about the theatre where the Bern 
stein piece was being played. The last past per- 
formance was terrific. Inside the theatre was a 
bedlam, outside it was worse. Thousands and 
thousands of young men and boys principally. 
were massed in front of the famous playhouse 
in the square, at the sides in the Rue de Ri 
voli and at the rear in the Palais Royal square. 
Each was provided with a lond whistle or horn 
of some sort or other and all were making as 
much noise as they could. The police and the 
soldiers were there in great number and the 
Municipal Guards charged, with drawn swords. 
the manifestants, sending them rolling over and 
over under the horses’ hoofs. One man had his 
head severely cut open, and many others were 
slichtly hurt. The wonder is that no one was 
killed. »

TRUE STORIES OF 
KNOW

The life story of Abraham L. Erlanger would 
well justify a volume, and it is surprising that 
a career £0 replete with interesting material 
should not have attracted the attention of mod- 
ern authors. for whom the intrepid captain 
general of theatredom would have proven a pro 
lifie theme. 

A little over three decades ago he was em 
ployed at the old Academy of Music in Cleve- 
land, of which dear old Uncle John Elisier was 
the manager. ‘‘Abe’’ was at this time a boy 
about 15 years of age, and he was placed in 
charge of the cloak room and opera glass stand, 
but before he was there six months he had 
become a sort of major domo, being usher one 
night, ticket seller the next, while he served 
as call boy in an emergency, even acting as 


stage manager and playing smal! parts here 
and there. 


A. L, ERLANGER, 


In the afternoons he played baseball in front 
of the theatre, which in a sense accounts for 
the fact that he is today the most enthusiastic 
of fans. 

When the beautiful Euclid Avenne Opera 
House was built, Elisler secured the lease. He 
took Erlanger with him as a man of all work, 
and it may be said that he whom ninety mil- 
lion persons looked to at this period fer (heir en 
tertainment, passed through as many vicissi 
tudes as was necessary for his practical edu- 
cation. 

Provincial theatres were anything but pros- 
One of the 
first of Erlanger’s observations was to see the 
playhouse sold in its first year at 
sheriff's sale to the late Mark Hanna, who 
put bis cousin, Mark Hanna, in charge. Mr. 
Hanna, who is now in the Philippines, serving 
as a major in the United States army, had 
little or no experience in theatricals, hence he 
was pleased to avail himself of Erlanger’s ad 
vice, with the result that the latter was in- 
stalled as treasurer and business manager com- 
bined, for economy was then a necessary prac 
tice. 

Even at this period Hanna was a multi-mil- 
Hionaire. The conduct of the opera house was 
regarded by him much as a new toy is to a 
six-year-old infant. In less than a month he 
placed young Erlanger in absolute control, even 
utilizing his services in his outside enterprises. 
Erlanger from the outset was a great bellever 
He began an aggressive, wide- 
spread policy of advertising that was after-

A superb attraction 
would play to empty seats if the public was 
not properly prepared for it. Mr. Erlanger rev 


olutionized this phase of the theatrical business | 


before he began in the booking fleld. TIlis rise 
has not been accidental, if it has heen me 
teoric. 


Mare Klaw was so impressed with Erlanger's 
methods that he telegraphed him to come back 
to the Company and then and there offered to 
take him in partnership instead of paying him 
the salary heretofore agreed upon. This part- 
nership has lasted until this day without fric 
tion, and the firm of Klaw & Erlanger became 
the largest operating in theatredom. Both men 
are, today, millionaires. They have maintained 
their strength to this day. 

Being observant men they saw the condition 
of the country’s theatres and noted the primitive 
booking system which prevailed 
began to systematize this field, they made 
friends, and .surely did they revolutionize the 
methods in Vogue; but this phase of their 
achievement is not for recital here. It is not 
given to men to perform great service without 
offending some of their colleagues. Klaw & 
Erlanger have made some enemies, but those 
who are opposed to them and their sway will 
not deny that they are themselves benefitting 
from the system and rectitade which this 
pioneer institution created through bererlean 
effort and persistent application, 

No greater incentive can be provided for the 
rising generation of showmen than a study of 
Erlanger’s career. Such men as Samuel Harris. 
Louis Werba, Mark Luescher, Florenz Ziegfeld 
and Al H. Woods are now reaching the zenith 
of their careers, and all have been disciples 
of the man who three decader ago began at 
the botom rung Could any one better show 
these men the way to the top?

PARIS LETTER. 
(Continued from page 17.) 


*Counter-manifestations have been announced 
for tomorrow, bringing disorder still graver 
than any that has as yet come to pass, Yester- 
dav I saw the cavalry charge. One of the up- 
starts of fifteen years of age who encumbered 
the square and was sent rolling under the hoofs 
of a horse and when the horse passed on the 
boy did not rise. I have an idea that perhaps 
there are those who might have wished this to 
have been—a death! Myself, I don’t want to 
see the blood flow there. 

“Let that pass. I believe that everything will 
end for the best. I believe that firmly. A grand 
fniquity has been committed against me. There 
is not an honest man who does not feel that 
this is true. But they do not strike me alone; 
this violence hits every artist. Since this morn- 
ning I have a right to say this. A protestation, 
launched in the night, bas gathered already three 
hundred signatures. One may read in this list 
the greater portion of the glorious names famous 
in French literature and music, 

“Tomorrow the three hundred will be three 
thousand—la noblesse of the country. I am on 
“HENRY BERNSTEIN.”

The chief cause for the rioting seems to be 
the opposition of certain would-be patriots, to 
the playing of Apres Moi at the national play- 
house since Bernstein admits having written an 
unfortunate letter when he was a young man. 
So it is a safe bet to make that the piece 
will be put on at one of the boulevard theatres 
before many months pass and that it will be a 
bigger success than ever. For advertising pays. 
In fact I was told that the play would be put 
on a bit later, my informant being a man high 
up in the Societe des Auteurs Dramatique et 
Compositeurs. 

Also America will see the play; that also, is 
a practical certainty. 

AUTHORS’ SOCIETY. 


The society spoken of above has just held a 
meeting and added a very interesting clause to 
their constitution and by-laws. 

For some time there has been a statute of the 
Society reading that none of its members could 
have presented, a play. by himself, in a theatre 
of which he is the director, star, stockholder, 
actor, employee or holder of any other interest 
whatsoever. Nor in a theatre in which his rela- 
tives to the fourth degree should be manager. 

From now on no owner of a theatre, in mak- 
ing a lease to a manager of this theatre, shall 
make it a condition that one or more pieces of 
such and such an author must be played. This 
has been done frequently in the past. of 
course the Society of Authors can not control 


the action of the owner of the theatre directly. 
but since all the authors worth a sou are in the 
Society, no prospective theatre director would 
dare being boycotted by the authors by leasing 
a theatre under the forbidden conditions. 
Here, once again Henry Bernstein comes into 
the limelight. It it said that he offered an 
amendment that dramatic critics should not 
write pleces—that is, managers should not be 
allowed to accept plays from a_ critic—because 
in case the manager refused the work the critic 
would from that time forward “knock’’ this 
manager's shows, to the detriment of what 
ever author the piece which did get staged hap- 
pened to be hv, 
As a matter of fact these rules will not 
“cut any ice."’ This famous ‘‘Article 17’’ as 
it is called, has been disregarded, right and 
left, by everybody. For instance the secretary 
of the theatre (they have such -positions here) 


who wishes a play by himself presented at his | 


own theatre, simply resigns while his piece is 
being played. And so on and so forth. There’s 
more ways to kill a dog than by choking him 
to death on flour. 

NOTES. 

Henry M. Ziegler, the well-known American 
theatre man, is back in Paris after a trip to his 
home in Cincinnati. Mr. Ziegler might almost 
be called a real Parisian now. He has been 
here> off and on, for more than a year, and says 
he will be here still for some time to come. 


Le Voleur (The Thief) by Henry Bernstein, 
has been forbidden in the municipal theatre of 
Algiers, a French colony, for the same reason 
as Apres Moi was taken off the boards at the 
Comedie Francaise. Riots were feared.
